PARISH COUNCIL NOTES: MEETING OF 27 APRIL 1977 


Mr. R. M, Riley has resigned from the Parish Council. In his letter of 
resignationle said that professional obligations had often made him late 
for meetings and he felt that he was no longer representing the elector- 
ate. He also expressed frustration at the nature of present Council 
business and its inability to achieve anything significant. A vacancy 

was then declared and a Notice to this effect was to be posted on the Board 
on 28 April. 


There are now two possible procedures: a Poll can be claimed by any two 
electors within 14 days of the public notification, i.e. up to midnight 
Friday 13th May 1977. If a Poll is claimed a bye~election must take place 
within 60 days (at a cost to the Council and therefore to the ratepayers 
of £400-£500). If no Poll is claimed the vacancy must be filled by co-. 
option of any person qualified to act as a Councillor. The Council is not 
obliged to consider the claims of candidates who were unsuccessful at a 
previous election. 


Anyone wishing to be nominated for Councillor should send his/her name, 
with a written agreement to accept office if co-opted, to the Clerk not 
later than Tuesday 17 May. At the meeting of 27 April three nominations 
were received: Mr. Clifford Collin, Mr. Reg Powell and Mr. Brian Fuller. 


Tf no Poll is claimed, the Council will co-opt a new member at its meeting 
on 25 May. Voting will be by show of hands and a successful candidate 
must have received an absolute majority vote of those present and voting. 


As an economy measure, Cherwell District Council is no longer to supply a 
weekly schedule of planning applications for display on the P.C. Notice 
Board. Instead they are publishing a list for the whole area in the 
Banbury Guardian. (In addition we hope to list in the News the applic- 
ations to be considered by the 2.C. to enable those interested to view 
the applications at Bodicote House before they are discussed). 


A planning application was discussed from Triprocus Properties Ltd. for a 
pair of brick cottages fronting on to the Tchure and with access from 
Hudson Street. Mr, Michael O'Neill who had declared interest in the 
development was asked to stay to answer objections raised in letters from 
nearby residents. These were based on concern about the development of 
the Tchure, a medieval passageway unique of its type; regret that the 
ironstone wall on the south side of the Tehure would be demolished; and 
concern that brick would be out of character among the surrounding iron~ 
stone buildings. 


Mr. O'Neill said that the wall referred to was unsafe and has already 
been underpinned once. The proposed brick material is the same colour as 
the old Deddington brick as seen in the former "Churchill's Emporium" build=- 
ing in the Bullring, and in an existing cottage in the Tchure. He con- 
firmed that there will be no vehicle access from the Tchure side. 
Councillors were anxious that any development of the Tehure should preserve 
its essential character, and should preferably be in the local ironstone 
material. Mr, O'Neill said that the choice of building material had not 
yet been finally decided. The application was passed on without objection.

Mrs. Robins at. castle End las moported an snotaente, of Beech Bark Disease, 

the first time’ this has-been seen north of the Chilterns. This highly 
contagious disease, which will kill off a tree within 12 months, is proving 
as deadly to. beech trees as that which decimated so many Dutch Elms recently. 
It is identified by an oval, black weeping spot on the tree bark, about 

4 4nches diameter. If anyone thinks they recognise Beech Bark Disease 

they should report it immediately - either to the Ministry of Agriculture 

in Oxford, the Forestry Commission in Princes Risborough, or to the Cherwell 
District Couns Forester at. Bodicote House.

MEMORABLE OCCASIONS 


What a memorable:service we had with our Bishop of Oxford for pala Sunday 
and Confirmation, with our Church full and decorated with palms. © Although 
it is our custom not to decorate our Church with flowers during Lent, the 
English Palm is used on Palm Sunday to remind us of the events of the first 
Palm Sunday, and Mrs. Evans used these to perfection. 


The Maundy Thursday evening service was memorable, when we all ga’ ered 
round our Nave Altar to commemorate the first Last Supper, very many more 
joined in this celebration this year as well as the Holy Hour on Good 
Friday. 


The concert given by Janet Baker was particularly memorable partly because 
960 people attended and we did not know that we could accommodate so many. 
We deplore the fact that this concert could not be held at St. Mary's 
Banbury because the fabric of the Church is unsound, for we know what this 
means, as our fabric was in the same state some fourteen years ago. Thanks 
to all those who have, and are, giving,a complete restoration has been 
accomplished. . (Even ola age pensioners gave 5/- a week fourteen years ago. 


After Easter our Church gradually became transformed into a concert hall 
with the arrival of chairs and the erection of the stage by our men (and 

one woman). When the grand piano arrived the removal men were alarmed 

at the height of the stage, thinking it was constructed of planks on 

crates, however when they examined it they pronounced it the best stage 
they had ever seen - so thanks to Robin Stevens who designed and constructed 
it. This was followed by the erectbn of lights and the marking and number- 
ing of pews and seats. Then our ladies arrived, and with their expertise 

in floral decoration transformed this stage into the perfect setting for a 
concert for such a celebrity. 


In the programme it was written:- "Our distinguished artiste has won for 
herself a unique place in the hearts and minds of music lovers all over the 
world, but nowhere is she more at one with her audience than in England", 
Indeed this was true, for the 960 people present would not let her go, and 
with encore after encore she sang specially for us a sacred song with just 
the word "Allelujah" which summed up our feelings for her, and the pride we 
Deddington people had for our own Church that evening. Many of us felt the 
presence of our dear Miss Weaver, who for over sixty years devoted herself 
to the music of our Church and who had taught so many Deddington youngsters 
to sing and to play the piano. And the clearing up - very many thanks to 
all those who came to help and to the organisers of the concert too.

| LOW DEALINGS. IN HIGH PLACES {PART DO 


In the December number of the News I recounted some odd goings-on in the 
Chancery in 1433 in a dispute concerning the manor of Barton-St,-John. 
‘Clemence Lydeyard and her husband claimed the title: they were opposed 
by Thomas Seyntcler, helped by Kis lawyer Robert. Danvers of Banbury. At 
' the centre of the affair was a junior chancery clerk William Broket who 
‘confessed to having tampered with a critical document. What he had done 
was to “erase with his finger nail the number x1 ('forty') which was in 
the inquisition when he came and restored: ‘the same number with fresh ink 
to make it the more suspect." Danvers claimed that he had done this at 
the instance of the Lydeyards. But this raised a considerable problem 
because the number forty was a strong piece of evidence in favour of 
Seyntcler and against Lydeyard. To explain why, having erased this 
figure "xl" so damaging to the Lydeyards, Broket should have simply re- 
written it, Danvers advanced an involved story of bluff and double bluff. 


He said that Broket could not have actually written in another figure 
because Danvers already had taken a copy of the document with the: figure 
"xl" in it. So instead he wrote it in a modern hand so that Lydeyard 
could accuse Danvers of having ordered the fake. It is plausible. but very 
thin. Far more likely, we might feel, that Danvers had indeed bribed 
Broket really to change the document in support of the Seyntcler dase. A 
document dated two years later, i.e. 1435, strengthens our suspicion. 
Seyntcler, who had taken possession of the manor, made it over to five 
partners, among them John Frank, the keeper of the chancery rolls one of 
the high placed officials who had helped discredit the Lydeyards. 


Yet despite the high-handed methods of their opponents and the. influence 
against them in high places the Lydeyards didnot’ finally abandon the 
fight until the 1470's.

We were sorry to read in the Deddington News of the suggested winding up ~ “> 
of the "Footpath Project" and the - /sbanding of the Sub-Committee. It is 
unfortunate that the proposals for modernising and rationalising the exist= 


ing paths are frustrated by the official requirements, as described in’ Mr 
Riley's report. 


However the problem wena tis: The paths still exist oes et stil? 
have legal status, but the need for "a system of good country walks" is 
unsatisfied. 


Is there really no way that the Parish Council, our most local of local 


authorities, can involve itself? Can it not at least investigate and suggest, 


if it dare not go so far as to act? If it were to avoid all controversial 


-matters or those involving a conflict of interest, it would make very few 
‘decisions at all? 


‘We would particularly take issue with the comments on signposting. What 
‘do they mean by "genuine walkers"? How does one become a "genuine walker"? 
‘Tf "genuine walkers" can find their way without difficulty, then why was 
-the "chaotic state" of the paths a cause for concern in the first place? 


Does the right to use a path depend on the ability to read a map? 


What scale of map is suggested anyway? The’ 23" to the mile Ordnance Survey 
map shows field boundaries, but it is soon out of date. The removal of a 
couple of hedges can make it virtually impossible to avoid straying from 
an ill defined or ploughed up path. The larger 6" map is clearer, but how 
many of us own an up to date 6 6" 0. S. map? 


Does the family party have to. buy such a map, and equip itself as for a © 
military operation. before it can walk a couple of miles at the weekend or 
on a summer evening? If so, then the only people to use the paths would 
be the extreme "footpath freaks" bent on exercising their rights to the 
letter and seeking~confrontation. Hardly what the Council had in mind 
when the Sub-Committee was set up. 


A practical suggestion: Each path is numbered by the County Council. A 
series of 6' - 8' posts could be erected along the length of each path, 

one post to be placed at each point where the path mct a boundary fence 

or hedge. The posts could have the top 6" painted white, or carry a 

simple metal disk, with the path number painted or carved on. This would 
not. involve complicated or expensive signposts, but it would be a simple 
matter for a walker to find his way from marker to marker, without straying. 
An ill defined path invites trespass and accidental damage. A clearly 
marked path is to the advantage of both the walker and the farmer, and 
encourages mutual respect. 


Could this be a worthwhile peeseat for Jubilee Year? the benefit of which 
will continue when all the junketing is just a memory? 


We would suggest that, although their original aims may not be realised 

in full, there is still useful work for the Sub-Committee to perform, and 

we would urge the Council and the members of the Sub-Committee to reconsider 
their intention to disband.
